Scott Junior-Senior High School opened for it's 
423 students. The physical education areas had 
been started and the landscaping had yet to be 
finished, but they were ready to begin a new 
school year. They chose the NS official school 
colors, scarlet and silver, over black and green, 
silver and blue, and brown and gold. Lancers 
won as the mascot over the Spartans, Rams, Ea- 
gles and Rebels. The paper : annual names were 
picked in a contest, Mike Auliff's Lance was 
chosen from 25 entries, for the newspaper and 
out of 20 entries for the annual Bill Meyer's 
Shield won. 

September 26, was the date for NS's first Sen- 
ior High soc-hop where a hula hoop contest was 
featured. The proceeds, estimated $20, were 
used to purchase a permanent record collection 
for future dances. 

The dedication ceremonies were held on Sun- 
day, December 14. The Dedicatory Address was 
made by Robert Wells. 

The NS Speech department became a mem- 
ber of the Iowa High School Speech Association 
contest group. Approximately 50 students were 
involved in these activities. The first all-school 
play "The Curious Savage" was presented on 
April 17 and 18. 

A "Variety Review" on May 1, displayed the 
talents of the students and faculty. The first NS 
Prom, "Stardust," was held in the gym on May 
16, 1959. 

The 1958-59 school year was a year of new 
beginnings.

King, Dick Helble led the Grand March. Couples 
were served by native waiters and waitresses. 
The refreshments were served from a grass shack 
on an enchanted isle. 

Hula hoops and pinball machines were some 
of the all-time fads. They would hold hula hoop 
contests after school and at soc hops.

An excellent season record was com- 
piled by the varsity girls softball team, as 
they were able to win 40 of their 49 
games. Many accomplishments were 
achieved during the season as the Lady 
Lancers were rated as high as 1 1th in the 
state during July. 

On an individual level Tammy Wues- 
tenberg did an outstanding job on the 
mound with a record of 28-6 and an ERA 
of 132, walking only 10 hitters in 221 in- 
nings. 

Wendy White also had a fine season by 
going 12-2 and an ERA OF .2. 

At the plate White led the team with

On March 14, all students divided into 
their REACH groups and took part in a 
survey which launched a massive project 
that may forever change the attitudes of 
North Scott students concerning two of 
society's greatest problems. 

The Student Congress Drug and Alco- 
hol Awareness Series was aimed at stu- 
dents, parents, and faculty, in hopes of 
reducing problems at the high school 
which are drug and alcohol related.

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This 25th anniversary edition of the North Scott High School yearbook was 
produced by the yearbook staff for the students, faculty, staff, parents and 
alumni of our school. It was printed by Josten's American Yearbook Company 
in Topeka, Kansas represented by Fred Thompson of Iowa City. 

1550 copies were distributed throughout the United States. 

The cover was designed by the editor and advisors using Broadway en- 
graves type silk screened in silver over blind embossing on firebrand material 
with a company dye of a lancer, our mascot. 

A gloss 191 pound paper was used throughout the book featuring a sixteen 
page four-color opening and eight page four-color senior section for the first 
time. 

The endsheets are printed on a stainless steel background, and were 



organized by Tracy Konrad and Julie Wilson. 

The division pages' art was handset by Tracy Konrad in Broadway En- 
graved Formatt acetate graphics and artlines as are the "Lancer Glances" in 
the sports section. The alumni section years are Micro Bold Outline acetate 
graphics. 

The extended bok covers were created from Current textbooks and class 
materials by Lisa Higby and Bernie Peeters using india ink and acetate 
graphics as were the cartoons for the classes. 

The headlines in the organization section were handset by Michelle Boyle 
in Spectral Formatt acetate lettering. 

The class section running line was handset by the staff as was the entire 
opening and senior section. 
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The above photograph is from the 1959 SHIELD under the headline: May 29, 1959; What kind of a 
day was it? A day like any other day except . . . we were there and finished the annual. We regret 
there is no caption so that we could reprint the names . . . The picture below was taken on May 27, 
1983. It was the last day of the school year and we were there, but the annual was far from finished. We 
still had summer sports, graduation and the index to finish. But we had fun recreating the feeling of 
twenty-five years in the same room, and the same desks! That is history. 




From the beginning North Scott has seen 
the need to record in pictures and words the 
people and happenings of its years. 

That is why a yearbook is so important. No 
one ever throws a yearbook away; it holds 
the time and effort invested for a year of a 
lifetime. 

The Silver Shield started with the idea of 
commemorating the first twenty-five years of 
our school. The advisors and staff never 
dreamt that it would grow to the size and 
scope that it has. 

We wanted to show what we have become 
because of what we have been, not in a 
history book, but a book of pride in what we 
have today. The response from our alumni 
and present students is one indication of why 
we are what we are today. 

Through extraordinary efforts of some ex- 
traordinary students the yearbooks of North 
Scott have been important steps to what you 
see today. 

The early budgets of $2,000.00 never indi- 
cated the nearly $30,000.00 it took to pro- 
duce the book you are reading. The figures 
indicate much more than inflation; they re- 
flect growth and progress. 

Our 1978 yearbook, The Shield Seed 
Co. Annual, was a representation of what 
all of our books have shown. Yearbooks re- 
flect schools. There are no two years exactly 
alike, and no two of our yearbooks are exact- 
ly alike, but they show a giant picture of what 
a school is. 

In 1970 our "steps" annual signaled more 
than landing on the moon. Our "addition" of 
1971 and our "construction" book of 1979 
showed what we were doing; In 1980 we 
"ballooned" up into the eighties. 

All of our books have had a lot to say to our 
community.. Some reflect attitude: the "direc- 
tions" of 1981 and the "games" of 1982. 

This book says "we've become ... "It 
took us twenty-five years to get where we are 
today. It is something to celebrate! 

It does not matter if this is your first or 
twenty-fifth year at North Scott. You are what 
you are because of where you have been 
and what you did there. 

We hope you can see that today. 
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In the year 1971 , North Scott had a dress code. 

The girls had to wear a skirt or dress a proper 
length and boys had to dress in clean, neat cloth- 
ing. No clothes could be destracting to other 
students. 

Formal was the word when it came to the 
school dances. Girls spent the day at the beauty 
shop getting their hair done in some kind of 
French Bouffant held with a can of hair spray. 
Long dresses were usually worn to most of the 
dances. The guys dressed up in tuxes, shined 
shoes, had their cars cleaned and checked their 
wallets for the big night. 

Friday was a day every student looked forward 
to. That was the night of the Lancer football 
game. We were in the Big Bend Conference and 
auds were held in the "Pit" during school to get 
the students fired up for the big victory. The days 
activities and football game would be rehashed at 
Tombergs Turner Hall in Eldridge. The usual 
hamburger, french fries and a coke were or- 
dered for the hungry kids. The juke box was fed 
quarters while kids played pool and made plans 
for Saturday night. 

Every student usually had a special teacher in 
school. Mr. Lake was the favorite for most, even 
though he gave boring lectures. He was also a 
great football coach having the most wins in the 
North Scott coaching staff. 

Movies were popular to go to have some fun. 

You either took your girlfriend or went with a 
bunch of friends. Everyone would pile in a car 
and go to the drive-in in Davenport. It was a 
place to have a good time.

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Full of many new rules and traditions, 1972 was 
a year which had a wide effect on the student life 
at North Scott. One tradition started that year was 
the printing of the Lance in the NS Press, allow- 
ing the community to read the school news, learn 
of students achievements and what is important 
to the students. There were new rules for SPACE 
introduced such as students being able to ’’sleep 
in" when they don't have a morning class, how- 
ever, the policies and regulations for applying for 
SPACE were made stricter. 

Because of liability and pollution, the annual 
homecoming bonfire was cancelled that year. 
Fans were somewhat appeased, however, by the 
new football bleachers acquired that year. The 
North Scott Music Boosters held its Annual Ham 
Supper, while the home ec. department put on a 
Style Show, displaying many of the fads and 
styles of the year-mini-skirts, dress slacks, cu- 
lottes, and bright, floral prints. 

1972 contained many things which today's NS 
student may never have heard of before — arch- 
ery and bowling meets for girls' intramural 
sports, and many clubs and organizations now 
disbanded such as Future Nurses, Teachers, 
Homemakers, and Business Leaders of America, 
to name a few. 

1972 was a year of turmoil and rebellion, dem- 
onstrated by the students' reactions to the threat 
of an imposed curfew, brought on by the squeal- 
ing of tires late at night near GG's Pizza Place, 
the kids' local hang-out. Several petitions were 
signed and windows broken in addition to rude- 
ness and rowdiness displayed by students at 
school auds. It was a year full of change, reward, 
and recognition for the students, having a vast 
impact on the student life at North Scott.

The year 1973, just a decade ago, proved to be 
a starting point for many things at North Scott.

While the sophomore team 
won the conference championship, the basket- 
ball team fared 4-10 in the conference, but the 
wrestlers, however, captured the Illowa confer- 
ence title. 

Special events were truly special as Sue Rou- 
key was crowned homecoming queen and Cory 
Arp reigned king over B.C. Prom was almost 
cancelled due to lack of funds but finally enough 
was scraped together to put the events on and 
everyone danced to its theme ’Imagine’. 

The class of 1973 was unique in many ways, 
including being the next to last class to spent 6 
yrs. in the sr. high bldg, and the very last to rotate 
on a 5 day cycle.

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With a new six-day cycle and climbing enroll- 
ment, there were new changes as well as the 
same traditions in '73-74. 

In November, 1974, the decision was made to 
build a new jr. high. As the enrollment increased, 
so did fears about the "energy crisis." The school 
took conservative measures by turning back the 
thermometer to 68 degrees during the day. Clos- 
ing the blinds to retain heat, they also extended 
Christmas vacation to three days to save energy. 
Students were encouraged to drive slower, walk 
whenever possible, and wear sweaters. There 
were worries of a paper shortage also. 

Being faced with these troubles, North Scott 
looked toward the positive events of the year. 
Homecoming's theme was "Celestrial Spirit." 
Mary Ann Schwarz, the queen, knighted Jeff 
Suiter and Bill Goodin, co-captains of the football 
team, in order that they may lead their team to 
victory. North Scott Varsity beat Savanna 54 to 6. 
North Scott played in the Illowa Conference and 
had some very exciting games. Bill McCoy was 
the new varsity basketball coach for the season. 
All six of the NS basketball teams had winning 
records. 

The Bachelor Capture theme was "Saturday in 
the Park," and the king was Denny Kirby. 

The prom theme, "Sunshine" by John Denver, 
was a real highlight in the spring of 1974. 

There were many of the same organizations 
and clubs than as today. Organizations such as 
Future Nurses, Future Business Leaders, and Sci- 
ence Club. Ecology was a very popular interest 
during this time.
